Prior to the race, Jean Carter, President of the 37th District Sports Com- 
mittee, rode the first loop to see how it was limed and danger marked. He 
found a few discrepancies which the promoting club quickly rectified. 
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IMPERIAL FAIRGROUNDS STEEPLECHASE THRILLS

On Sunday, April 3rd, motorcycle racing came for the second time to the 
Mid-Winter Fairgrounds at Imperial, Calif. Promoted by the Imperial Valley 
Motorcycle Club, Inc. the sportsman TT event brought out 2500 very appre- 
ciative spectators to nearly fill the grandstands. The fans heartily cheered 
every winner from the trailbikes on up, stayed for the entire program, includ- 
ing trophy presentations, a ticket drawing for a trailbike, and a wheelie 
contest at sunset. 

A field of 115 entries competed on the hard-packed, fast %-mile course 
which included two S turns, a long straightaway, and a jump complete with 
distance markers. The sun-baked adobe track stayed dust free all day under 
the care of ahard working maintenance crew, and was well liked by the riders. 

LV.M.C.’s first event here was last October, and they plan another one 


Mr. Carter told CYCLE NEWS that in 
the future all National events will be 
test ridden prior to the event by one 
of the Committee to be sure the 
course is in order. 

When the leader showed over the 
hill leading into the pits, it was 
BSA-mounted Larry Bergquist and he 
had a lead over the others that was 
tremendous. It looked like a cinch 
for Larry to win, barring mechanical 
difficulties. As luck or fate would 
have it, Bergquist had a flat tire on 
the second loop but still managed to 
come in 5th overall. 

The second loop was 62 miles 
long and had a few rocky places in 
it...about 40 miles or so...and any- 
body who knew the desert could have 
cheated like sin and finished the 
second loop in about 30 minutes in- 
stead of the hour and 50 minutes it 
took the winners to ride.

This week Cycle News will move its offices into a new, larger building 
at 6477 N. Long Beach Blvd., Long Beach. 

Increased business and a growing staff necessitated the move, says busi- 
ness manager Sharon Clayton. ‘‘In the six months since we bought the paper, 
it has grown from a one-man operation to a staff of four, and dozens of part- 
time contributors. Circulation has tripled and so have all the problems that 
we have to keep up with. We needed more space since December.’’

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA-Riverside 
CRESTMORE HILLS 


Located in the town of Crestmore, 
between Bloomington and Riverside 
on’ Cedar Avenue. Turn South from 
the San Bernardino Freeway on Cedar 
Avenue, go about two miles, hills 
are on the West side of the Avenue. 

About three square miles of trails, 
dirt roads and hills for hill-climbing. 
Stay out of new cemetary being con- 
structed in the Northeast comer of 


the hills. Do not ride in the Southwest 
corner of the hills, there is a rock 
quarry with big drop-offs, 30, 40 feet 
and straight down. Stay off the streets 
of Crestmore and bikes should be 
equipped with mufflers. 


CANYON CREST AREA 

Also known as Box Springs Grade, 
it can be reached, by going South on 
395 highway, off the Riverside Free- 
way. Turn from 395 onto Pennsylvania 
Avenue, go to the first street and 
turn left. This is Canyon Crest Drive. 
Go straight ahead into the hills. Or, 
go East on 14th Avenue from the 
Riverside Freeway. 14th turns into 
Pennsylvania Avenue. Go straight 
ahead to Canyon Crest Drive, turn 
right, and there you are. 

All bikes must have mufflers. 
There is a golf course at the bottom 
of the hills. Stay off the golf course 
or any land that looks like it belongs 
to them. This is very important. 

There are ten square miles of all 
sorts of terrain, good and bad dirt 
roads, trails and hills to climb. 


COLTON HILLS 

These hills lie between Riverside 
and Colton, just off of La Cadena 
Drive, and South of the Santa Ana 
River. 

Many hills are good for hill climb- 
ing. Narrow trails, good dirt roads, 
and an old half-mile horse track are 
found here. You can ride in the Santa 
Ana river bottom — good flat sand for 


` about two miles in either direction. 


Bikes must have mufflers on them. 
Do not ride into the city dump area at 
the river’s edge, or the South edge of 
the hills, into the water reservoir, or 
around a farm located at the Western 
edge of the hills. Do not chase the 
sheep that sometimes graze in these 
hills. 





LYTLE CREEK AREA 
Turn North on Sierra Avenue from 
the San Bernardino Freeway, and go 
straight ahead to Lytle Creek Can- 
yon. Go North until the blacktop ends. 

About fifty miles of dirt fire roads 
are open to motorcycles. Very little 
car traffic except four-wheel-drive 
vehicles. 

Stay on the road and you will not 
have to have spark arresters. You 
can go all the way to the top of the 
Mount Baldy Ski Area from the back 
side of the Mountain. Map of the area 
can be obtained from the Ranger Sta- 
tion located halfway up on the Can- 
yon on the blacktop road.

MEET A FAN-AND SOME FRIENDS 

We got up about 11:00. Jim and I had 
walked about five miles last night, 
down to a drive-in. I met a guy that works 
in a Ford place as a salesman. He told 
me how to get to a track about thirty 
miles away. Later we drove around most 
of the bike shops in town asking about 
work, but we didn’t find any. 

We later went to a show, and a kid 
that worked there was acting as a car- 
parker. We talked to him a while, and 
Jim Ashmore was in one of his better 
moods and doing all kinds of funny 
things. The kid said he acted like 
Mickey Rooney, and Mark and I told him 
that Jim was his son (just for kicks). 
Boy, did this kid go nuts! He also 
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worked inside the show selling candy. 
He bought us a bunch of pop-corn and 
offered to buy us dinner. It was really 
funny, kinda dirty pool, but real funny. 
He said he would do anything we asked, 
so,,we asked him if he could get us 
dates with some girls. He saidhe would. 
We took him down to Bixlers, a popular 
drive-in and I think he was the proudest 
guy who ever lived. We took him home 
and he gave us his phone number and 
made us promise we would come and 
see him. 

After we left him, we drove to an- 
other drive-in and met a guy who used 
to race big time bikes. He and his wife 
wanted to take us out, but all the places 
were closed as it was 3:00. He invited 
us over to his house for the night, so 
we drove over and sat talking about 
races and stuff. Then went to bed. 

After breakfast we went to a drug- 
store, bought Easter cards and sent 
them to our friends and relatives. 

We tried to get downtown but got 
lost, and just about, every road we 
turned on to was either a dead end or 
would detour us onto a dirt road, and 
we would all cuss it because it made 
the truck sound like it was falling apart. 
When we hit a real big bump we looked 
to see how the bikes were doing. My 
bike fell over on Mark’s so we stopped 
to re-tie it. 


April 13, 1963 — Saturday 
WHITEWASHING 


We cooked eggs and bacon for break- 
fast, which Jim and Mark bought at the 
store. After that we worked on the 
bikes. Jimmy, the guy whose place 
we’re now at, painted our trailer white. 
We plan to go riding tomorrow at a 
track in the town of Moor. That is, if 
Mark can get a set of mag pickups for 
his scooter. Both of his old ones burnt 
up, and he doesn’t know why yet. Before 
this happened, Jim rode his bike around 
the block (Mark’s bike) and sawa stream 
of gas squirt out of one of the rocker 
boxes. But we don’t know what caused 
that, either. I had trouble with my bike.” 
It wouldn’t spark right, but I think it 
works alright now. 

We also had supper and root—beer 
tonight. The two meals we ate today 
were the best we have had since we 
left California,

A SHORT COURSE IN JOURNALISM 


By Chuck Clayton 
If you suspect you have talent for Journalism, now is the time to find 
out. Cycle News is growing fast, and we need correspondents all over the 
West. 

_ Writing for Cycle News is an important responsibility. Our weekly publi- 
cation schedule requires factual, well-written, complete reports to be gotten 
tothe newspaper sometimes overnight and rushed into print without much time 
for rewriting. This is not as difficult as it may sound, but it does call for 
dedicated reporters. Besides the thrill of seeing their work in print, we pay 
our contributors approximately 1¢ per word and $2.00 per photo. 

If you could stand to earn some extra money, reporting news of interest to 
western motorcycle enthusiasts, read on. 


WHO, WHAT, WHEN, WHERE 


Cycle News is what people are doing with, or to motorcycles. A news- 
worthy motorcycle ‘‘doing’’ may be a race, a trip, a convention of some sort, 
an unusually good modification to a cycle, or a report any of the events we 
list in our calendar. 

Every newspaper story has to answer the ‘‘four W’s of Journalism,’’ Who 
did What, When was it done, and Where? Before you write your first sentence 
ask, “What was the most interesting thing about the event?’’ This furnishes 
your ‘‘lead’’, or opening statement. Yourelead should answer all four W’s. 

In a conventional story, twelve local riders go on a trip to Yellowstone 
Park. When they return and someone asks ‘‘What happened?’’ The first thing 
they say will be your lead: ‘‘We met a bear.’’ 

So you sit down and write: Meeting a bear (what) in Yellowstone National 
Park (where) was the highlight of a vacation trip taken by twelve City resi- 
dents (who) last week. (when). 

After that you’re free to elaborate on the trip, telling as 
as you feel our readers would want to know. 

Type your report or print legibly, leaving plenty of space between the 
lines, and wide margins. If we don’t buy it, we’ll at least mark it up for you. 

Since Cycle News is an illustrated newspaper, we prefer to use reports 
accompanied by photographs. Five-by-seven prints are standard, 8x10’s if 
the subject needs it. We can process exposed film, but we pay only $1 per 
published photo in that case. Pictures should be identified on the backs or on 
a separate sheet, and for goodness sake, only write on one side of the paper! 
Reports of races and other competitions should be accompanied by complete 
results, listing first and last names, places, and brands, if applicable. 

When you have compiled the report, speed it off via Special Delivery to 
Cycle NEWS (we share a post office with a magazine having a similar name). 
If you wish tohave anything returned, enclose a stamped, addressed envelope. 


SHOWTIME ALMOST HERE 


If there is such a thing as a ‘‘cycle season’’ in California (an allegation 
which this newspaper still disputes), it officially opens around the first of 
May with the annual Cycle World Motorcycle Show at the Los Angeles Sports 
Arena. 

Right up until showtime the leading manufacturers, distributors, dealers 
and publications in the American motorcycle business are working like elves 
to make a good showing before the 100,000 citizens expected at the 4-day 
exposition, April 28 through May lst, 1966.

William Sweet of Fresno, 
came in with the slightly better 
13.82 and 93.26, but this was not 
fast enought to prevent the third con- 
tender, Allen Black, from winning 
the class and emerging the world 
record holder at 13.79 and 94.53. 
Black’s bike was a Triumph as were 
his competitors. 

Fastest elapsed time of the meet 
was set by Leslie Gomes of Volta, 
Calif. on a 650cc Triumph fueler. 
This was not only the meet’s fastest 
but also the world record. Gomes 
turned 10.78 and 135.00mph. 

Jim Powers, Pit director at Fres- 
no, has informed me the next meet 
at Fresno is set for April 17, with 
the gates opening at 7 a.m. and eli- 
minations starting about 1 p.m.

ASCOT SAFETY IMPROVES

A new standard of racing safety 
may have been set in the night open- 
ing event of Ascot’s 32 week season. 
Only three riders fell in the six 
heats, the semi-main, and main event 
that made up the Novice portion of 
the program. 

Although there have been better 
nights than this, the opening nights 
have been far worse. Mr. Bert Brun- 
dage, Districts 37’s A.M.A. referee, 
has high hopes that this is a result 
of the new rule requiring possession 
of a Sports Committee Amateur or 
Expert license before a Class C 
Novice can compete at Ascot. 

Thisrule, adopted by the A.M.A.’s 
National Competition Committee last 
year, is for now, effective only in 
District 37 because few other Dis- 
tricts have Sports Committees active 
enough for such a rule to work 
effectively. 

If the rule results in any improve- 
ment in Ascot’s already commendable 
safety record, there is little doubt 
that it will be extended to all areas 
having enough sportsman racing to 
make such a rule effective.
